President Nasser of Egypt 
announced last nicht. at 
the conclusion of a three- 
and-a-half hour eech in 
Alexandria’, Liberation | 
Square, the publication of 
a Presidential decree na- 
tionalizing the Suez Canal 
Company as of 7 

The decree contains seven 
points, and will be officially 
gazetted today. It announces 
that Egypt will take over the 
entire installations, properties 
and assets of the company 
and then turn them over to 
an Egyptian shareholders 
company. After nationaliza- 
tion, compensation will be 
paid to the former sharehold- 
ers of the company according 
to the quotations of the 
shares on the Paris Bourse as 
of today. 

Another point gives the Mi- 
nistry of Trade the authority 
to control traffic through the 
Canal. The new company's 
fiscal year begins with the 
issuance of the decree.
